‘Two men wearing ski masks 
robbed the Long John Silver

—Select toys with a minimum 
of sharp, rough edges — toys 
that won't: burn quickly if 
flicked ‘through a candle flame 
— toys that are large enough so 
that babies can’t swallow them. 

—Electrical toys, such as 
trains, should be selected with 
safety in mind. Is the wiring 
intact and strong, or is it loose 
and flimsy? 

—Air rifles, sling shots, ar- 
chery sets and other missile- 
throwing toys are obviously 
dangerous if carelessly used. 
Set up a target range and make 
certain the youngster is taught 
to use the toy properly and 
safely. 

This list could be continued, 
but you can make your own. The 
prime thing to remember is that 
in the bustle and excitement of 
Christmas, accidents can 
happen.

Henry J. Beadle, 64, of 2222 
State St., was found without 
signs of life in his auto at 3:48 
p.m.

For Illinois and the nation, 
1978 looks like another good — 
but not excellent — year, much 
like the one just past. 

That is the consensus of 
business leaders from all parts 
of the state, according to Lester 
W. Brann Jr., president of the 
state’s largest business 
organization, the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce. 

In announcing results of a poll 
.of the State Chamber’s 69- 
‘member board .of directors, 
Brann reported ‘general 
agreement that 1978 will be a 
year of steady growth and 
continuing improvement in the 
overall economy.” 

Added Brann: ‘Despite 
uncertainties caused by in- 
flation, Illinois’ business 
outlook and that of several 
key industries here — is 
generally optimistic and en- 
couraging.

We see a 
definite uptrend continuing for 
most economic indicators. 

“Capital spending will be 
vigorous. Retail sales will also 
be strong, but not spectacular.”

“Import share of market has 
been contained at essentially 
the same level as last year, and 
we do not expect an increased 
level of imports next year. 

‘Phe ‘pressure of imports 
upon prices in our industry, 
volume is good and is expected 
to increase moderately. 

“Olin’s position as a major 
producer of precision brass mill 
products, together with » the 
substantial share of Olin 
propriety alloys. in our sales, 
have combined to partially 
insulate us from this problem, 
which has impactéd- more 
heavily on our competitors than 
on us,”

Overall purpose of the CACP 
project is to offer various 
services to aid older adults with 
their daily routine, thereby 
enabling them to maintain 
personal independence, it was 
explained. 

Basically, the program 
provides the services in five 
general areas: 

Homemaker, who assists with 
personal care, budgeting and 
home management. 


Housepeeper, to aid with 
meal planning and preparation, 
essential shopping, laundry and 
cleaning. 

Choreperson, who helps with 
minor household repairs, house 
cleaning and other light tasks, 
as needed to maintain the home. 

Health screener, a registered 
nurse who provides. physical 
and environmental assessment 
of individual and 
periodically reviews and 
evaluates the individual's care 
Program. . 

Adult day ‘care, whereby 
recreation, arts and crafts, 
nutritious meals are furnished 
in a supervised setting, This 
service is most-often used by 
older adults residing with a 
relative who require care while 
the family member is at work. 

Mrs. Simmons said the 
visiting nurse service is 
provided without cost and®in- 
cludes a registered nurse or 
nurse’s aide coming into the 
home and taking blood 
pressure, blood samples or 
giving shots and medicine. 

Bible emphazied that any 
adult, who is 60 years of age or 
older and in need of community 
support services to remain at 
home, should contact the office 
and apply to participate in the 
CAP project.

Congressman “Melvin Price 
(Dem., 23rd Illinois), returned 
last week from leading a 
Congressional delegation that 
visited trouble spots in the Mid- 
East and Africa. 

Price, chairman of the House 
and Armed Services Com- 
mittee, .said he found the 
situation “exceedingly tense”’ 
in these regions, with a real 
possibility of further outbreaks 
of military action existing. He 
did, however, indicate ‘‘sincere 
hope that the recent visit of 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat to Israel will reduce some 
of the tensions.” . 

Chairman Price led eight 
other Armed ‘Services Com- 
mittee members on the mission, 
which left Nov. 6 ‘and returned 
to the U.S. Noy, 22 

Members who accompanied 
Price were: Congressman 
Robert Wilson, ranking 
minority member of the 
committee, and Congressmen 
Lucien Nedzi, Robert White, 
William Dickenson, Robert 
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Daniel, Ronald Dellums, 
Marjorie Holt and Goodloe 
Byron, 

Price announced that he will 
be making a detailed report to 
the full committee, but said ina 
press conference that several 
points deserved ‘immediate 
comment. 

He detailed the committee’s 
role prior to Sadat’s visit to 
Israel and said that his visit 
came. at a particularly op- 
portune time. 

“On Noy. 10, the day after 
Egyptian President Sadat 
announced his willingness to 
visit Israel, we met with Israel 
Prime Minister Begin,” Price 
said 

“We had a long talk, during 
which we discussed many of the 
factors involved in the set- 
tlement of the differences 
between Israel and the Arab 
nations, including Sadat’s 
proposed visit. 

“Begin then asked me to tell 
Sadat he would be glad to see 
him and that he was ready to 
negotiate at any place and any 
time. Begin also asked me to 
tell Sadat that he would be 
willing to travel to Cairo for the 
continuation of such meetings. 

“Two days later, when I met 
with Sadat, I gave him Begin's 
message. I was joined by all of 
the members of our group in 
encouraging both of these 
gentlemen in getting together." 

Price continued, “Iam happy 
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that the first meeting has now 
taken place and I hope more 
such meetings will follow so 
that some final resolution of the 
remaining differences can be 
attained.” 

Throughout the meeting with 
the press, Chairman Price 
emphasized the importance of 
events in the areas the group 
visited, and the chances for 
peace or war in the world. 

“We visited eight nations in 
these troubled areas,’’ he said. 

“We saw the Israel-Lebanese 
border on the day that 
retaliatory air strikes were 
made against forces in Lebanon 
that had made artillery attacks 
onan Israeli city the day before. 

“We visited the desolate area 
between Israel and Egypt, 
where United States citizens are 
monitoring the ceasefire buffer 
zone between the two nations. 

“We also talked with the 
heads of state of six of these 
nations and the representatives 
of the two whose leaders were 
unavailable. Everyone 
welcgmed our visit. 

“They were eager to discuss 
their problems. They wanted to 
tell us what they would like the 
U.S. to do to help. . 

“Of course, some of the things 
we were told involved sensitive 
defense, economic and 
ideological matters which could 
adversely effect the relations 
with the others, and we were 
asked to keep such matters 
confidential. But for the most 
part, we were asked to convey 
their message to the leaders 
and citizens of our nation.” 

The different regions and 
nations differed in their specific 
areas of concern, Price em- 
phasized 

Israeli: officials emphasized 
the impossibilty of defending 
the narrow strip of Israel in the 
Tel Aviv region if they had to 
withdraw to borders set after 
the 1967 war. 

“Emphasized over and over 
to the view that the 1967 
border cannot be defended,” 
Price said. 

“We were told that machines 
of modern war could quickly cut 
across the narrow eight-mile 
width of Israel under the 1967 
border, thereby cutting Israel in 
two without providing any 
significant time to prepareand 


.carry out a defense action 


“They emphasized the need 
for a physical presence in the 
West Bank area. In fact, we 
visited two new settlements on 
the West Bank which are in- 
tended to provide the advance 
warning and first interdiction of 
any surprise attack from the 


§ East.” 
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Price continued: “The same 
points were made relative to 
Israel's northern boundary in 
the Golan Heights and the Sinai 
in the south. 

“They also told us that the 
economy of Israel cannot 
support a completely mobilized 
army at all times and, 
therefore, they must have the 
settlements of farmers in-these 
advanced areas to provide time 
to mobilize. 

“The residents of these set- 
tlements work the land and are 
trained to take military action 
in the event of an invasion.” 

One of the major concerns of 
Egypt, Price said, is an effort 
by the Soviets to build a belt of 
influence around Egypt. 

He said the Egyptian leaders 
with whom he met made 
reference to Soviet efforts to 
establish spheres of influence in 
Libya and Ethiopia 

Egyptian officials also ex- 
pressed grave concern over the 
need to get a permanent set- 
Uement of the issues between 
Israel and the Arab countries. 

“Egyptian officials told us in 
no uncertain terms that a 
permanent settlement mast be 
obtained next year, or war will 
result," Price said. 

“We were told that nearly five 
years have gone by since the 
last military action and, if the 
Geneva conference is not 
successful in the next year, the 
negotiation route will be 
abandoned 

“It was their point that, if

Change in 
nutrition 
aid tq aged 


Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Carol Tucker 
Foreman said Friday that the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
will provide cash in lieu of 
commodities for federally- 
funded nutrition programs for 
the elderly in Ilinois if the state 
elects the cashout option during 
the U.S. fiscal year which began 
Oct. 1, 1977 

The rule change, mandated 
by Public Law 95-65, enacted 
July 11, 1977, to amend Title VII 
of the Older Americans Act of 
1965, will allow Illinois the 
option of receiving either foods, 
cash payments or a com- 
bination of both foods and cash 
equal to the value of the donated 
foods Illinois would have been 
entitled to receive. 

Illinois, along with several 
other states in the Midwest, 
decided to take cash instead of 
commodities when Public Law 
95-65 was passed. But with the 
new rule change, Illinois can 
now accept the third option, 
which is to take both cash and 
food. 

Whichever option Illinois 
elects will be binding until the 
end of the fiscal year. 
Previously, only a state which 
had phased out its food 
distribution facilities before 
June 30, 1974, could elect cash in 
lieu of commodities for such 
programs (Kansas was the only 
state affected). 

Based on a projection of past 
meals served, Illinois is entitled 
to receive $1.3 million in 
commodities for foods such as 
ground beef, frozen cut-up 
chicken, canned fruits, 
vegetables, meat, poultry and 
other foods during fiscal year 
1977-78. 

Illinois's nutrition programs 
for the elderly served an 
average of 393,000 meals per 
month during 1976-77. Josephine 
Oblinger, director of Illinois’ 
Department on Aging, 
Springfield, runs the state's 
nutrition program for the 
elderly. 

The Assistant Secretary also 
announced an increase in the 
level of commodity assistance 
to mutrition programs for the 
elderly from 27.25 cents. per 
meal to 29.25 cents per meal, 
effective Oct. 1, 1977, though 
Sept. 30, 1978. 

The increase is based on a 
minimum 25 cents per meal 
which was set by a Nov. 28, 1975, 
amendment to the Older 
Americans Act, and which must 
be adjusted each fiscal year to 
reflect changes in the consumer 
price index for food away from 
home.

In reference to the im- 
portance of the Persian Gulf to 
Europe, Japan and the United 
States, Price said 

“The effort of Iran to remain 
militarily «strong and  deter- 
mined to protect its position, 
and thereby prevent any in- 
tended Soviet domination of the 
Persian Gulf, is vital to the 
security of NATO. 

“There is no questions that 
cutting off the supply of oil to 
Europe’ would positively 
destroy the security of Europe 
as completely as any military 
action, 

‘Accordingly, the security of 
Europe depends on the efforts of 


Iran to maintain order in the 
jan Gulf.” 


Price also referred to com- 
plex and diverse conditions in 
the other African countries the 
\delegation visited. He made 
‘particular note of the war area 
in Somalia. at 

“Of course, the situation in 
Somalia, as it relates ‘to the 
Oganden region of Ethiopia is 
volatile. There is real concern 
in Somalia that Ethiopians with 
Soviet assistance plan to take 
over the whole of Somalia. 

“The Somalians made strong 
pleas for military assistance to 
protect themselves and defend 
against a possible attack from 
Ethiopia 

“Apparently, the situation in 
the Oganden ‘is unstable at 
present and bears close 
scrutiny, since it relates to the 
control of the Horn of Africa and 
the vifil Persian Gulf sea 
routes. 

“The greatest concern of the 
majority of the other African 
nations we visitied,”” Price said, 
“was over the continued 
struggle for independence and 
majority rule 

“A number of leaders with 
whom we talked said that the 
efforts are so desperatete in 
some areas that, if they cannot 
get help from the West, they will 
in most cases get it from the 
Soviet Union. 

“We were also told that in 
certain instances the time for 
dialogue was running out and 
bloodshed could be expected.” 

Price said that throughout the 


‘trip, foreign leaders expressed 


the highest confidence in the 
U.S. They all asked for U.S. 
participation in some form to 
help reconcile the problems. 

“Tt was even suggested that. 
since both sides. in the Arab- 
Tsraeli disputes had such 
confidence in the U.S., the U.S. 
should take on the responsibility 
of coming up with the basis for 
an agreement, 

“It was also suggested that 
the president of the United 
States could and should induce a 
settlerhent of the Somalia- 
Ethiopian confrontation. 

“A number of the people to 
whom we spoke had misgivings 
concerning Soviet interests or 
desires toward reaching an 
agreement at the forthcoming 
Geneva confernce. 

“But they were willing to take 
a chance, since they are con- 
vinced that the U.S. will 
override any disruptive efforts 
of the Soviets. 

“Coupled with the number of 
requests for economic and 
military aid from all of these 
nations, it is obvious that the 
U.S. does not have the resources 
to satisfy them all. 

“The only way this matter 
can be handled for our interests 
and the best interests of the free 
world is to develop limited and 
reasonable objectives and then 
carry them out, 

“It appears obvious to me 
that we can’t stay out of the 
Jeadership role these nations 
are pleading for us to take.”

U.S. loans for plants that were price-curbed by government 


The fact that the Carter administration 
is trying to help ease the problem of below- 
cost steel imports is heartening news, 

But it is noteworthy that several parts of 
the five-point U.S. plan involve aid from 
the federal government — itself falling 
many more billions of dollars into debt 
each year. 

Because the steel industry is a major 
economic segment that ought to be 
generating jobs profits, instead of 
going on “welfare,” it is in some ways sad 


to see a proposal for “inexpensive loans to 
make severa) hundred million dollars 
available to modernize plants and 
equipment.” 

That kind of modernization, lacking at 
some American plants, has become a 
factor in plant closing decisions. And it's 
exactly where more profits would have 
been directed, had not earnings been so 
restricted during the 1960s and 1970s by a 
variety of official. and unofficial price 
restraints. 


Policy forcing some aid recipients out of nursing homes 


Comment by Edwardsville Intelligencer 
— Sometimes regulations established by 
agencies formed to serve us cause more 
harm than good. 

One such policy, decreed by the Ilinois 
Department of Public Aid, forces public 
aid patients to give up their beds in nursing 
homes when they become sick and have to 
enter hospitals for advanced care 

At the Madison County Nursing Home, 
the requirement allows persons waiting on 
a list to take the beds of the more 
unfortunate. 

When public aid patients are released 
from the hospital, they must take a place at 
the bottom of a waiting list numbering 
about 60. The policy has been in effect for 
yéars, but has not been enforced in 
Madison County until recently. 


The policy is damaging because it could 
cause patients on public aid to hide 
illnesses requiring hospitalization for 
fear of losing their beds. 

The new administrator of the county 
home, Billy Rainwater, doesn’t hold this 
sentiment. He said that patients would 
Dever resort to hiding illnesses: “It has 
never happened.” 

Rainwater said the same situation is in 
effect in every nursing home in the state 
because the public aid department refused 
to pay for the holding of beds for 
hospitalized patients. 

A public aid worker confirmed such a 
policy is in force. “We can’t pay for their 
beds if they go to the hospital. The state 
Picks up the hospital bills but we aren't 
allowed to pay two medical vendors at the 
same time,” she said. 

The woman added, “I don't know if it is 
unfair. I only work here. Besides, this is 
taxpayers’ money,” she said. 

It costs the county about $930 per 


month to care for each of its 96 patients. 
The state provides a subsidy of only $491 
per month and private care patients pay 
only $550 per month 

The difference is funded mainly through 
local property taxes. Next year, the home 
is proposed to operate on a budget of 
$892,080. 

County officials have insisted over the 
years that more should be budgeted, but 
money is scarce because its revenues are 
funneled through the general fund. 

A referendum to establish a special tax 
for the home was defeated several years 
ago. Since its failure, staffs have been cut 
and some services have been curtailed. 

Rainwater, who began his duties on Nov 
1, ‘replaced Floyd Fisher, who was 
considered by many to have been a 
conscientious administrator. During 
Fisher’s tenure, nursing home workers said 
beds were held for patients while they 
were in the hospital. 

Many times the families of patients were 
contacted and they agreed to pay for the 
time the beds were vacant. It is hoped 
Rainwater can follow Fisher's example and 
provide the same humanitarian treatment. 

Rainwater said no patient as yet has lost 


» a bed during his administration. He has 


promised to give public aid patients 
Priority on the waiting list if they are ever 
forced out of their beds. 

Still, Rainwater'’s concession does not 
Justify that a group of people at the nursing 
home should be forced out in the street 
because of an absurd dictate from the 
state. The policy is a cold, brutal example 
of how a bureaucracy can overlook the 
sufferings of the persons it was established 
to serve. 

Officials should add a touch of humanity 
in their dealings with elder citizens. After 
all, they will get old, too, some day. 


Relative tax burden in Illinois is decreasing dramatically 


Taxpayers’ Federation of Ilinois — The 
Commerce Clearing House (CCH) reports 
every state in the union had an increase in 
the per capita tax burden of its citizens in 
fiscal 1976. The national average state and 
local tax burden increased $67 to a total of 
$731. The per capita tax burden for Ilinois 
citizens increased $30, less than half the 
national. average and well below the 
median increase of $57. Only one state had 
a per capita tax increase of less than $25. 

Total per capita tax burden for Illinois 
citizens in 1976 was $769. In the 1974 fiscal 
year, Illinois had the sixth highest per 
Capital tax burden among the states. In 
1975, Illinois ranked eighth highest; the 
latest figures (1976) show Illinois. has 
dropped to 13th. 

The fact that every state had an increase 
in the tax burden can be identified as a 
result of the improving economy in 1975 
and inflation. But Dlinois’ dramatic five- 
place drop in the state ranking can only be 
attributed to a determined anti-tax 
governor and General Assembly. 

These figures show an improving tax 
climate in Illinois, a fact which will be 
more apparent when CCH figures are 
released next fall.:There were no new 
Statewide tax increases enacted into law in 
Illinois during 1976 or 1977_, 

Governor James Thompson has 
Continued to hold the line on statewide 
taxes. He has asked the legislature to. 
appropriate not more than the state’s 
budget will allow. 

In the area of local government tax 


imposition of a substantial new tax without 
benefit of local referenda.” 

While the Illinois tax climate shows 
improvement, businessmen still see the 
“sun belt” drawing industry away from the 
state. The per capital tax burden does 
remind lower in sun belt states. 

The improved tax climate in Illinois has 
been a defacto gain. It is not the result of 
what government has. done, but rather 
what government has not done. Granted, 
not increasing taxes is important, but there 
remains room for positive action on the 
part of state and local governments. 

Government activity for economic 
incentive is . increasing. Some 
municipalities are using tax'exempt 
financing for industrial and commercial 
development. Other municipalities await 
tax increment financing for assistance.

School physical exam a life-saver. - 


To the Editor: 

Lam writing in the hope that it 
will be read at a School Board 
meeting, So many times the 
board hears only about com- 
plaints to the schools; this is one 
situation that emphasizes the 
positive aspect. 

It involves a five-year-old boy 
who entered kindergarten at 
Lake School this fall. He had a 
history of nosebleeds since 
infancy. 

His pediatrician had sent him 
to a specialist at Barnes 
Hospital at age 3% years. He 
underwent a variety of tests to 
determine the cause of the 
nosebleeds, but all tests were 
negative. 

He had also been to an ear, 
nose and throat specialist who 
cauterized his nose on two 
different occasions. Still the 
nosebleeds persisted, along 
with complaints of leg aches. 

On July 12, 1977, he went to his 
pediatrician for his kin- 
dergarten physical 
examination. THe physical 
exam forms used by the school 
district for years were com- 


pletely revised last spring by 
the Granite City school nurses. 

One of the new additions on 
the form was a space for blood 
pressure reading. Accoring to 
the parents, the pediatrician’s 
office nurse took his blood 
pressure only because there 
was a space for it on the form 

His blood pressure reading 
was 220 over 90. The 
pediatrician immediately 
called Dr. Hartman at 
Children’s Hospital and Brian 
was admitted there. 

After tests, it was determined 
he had congenital coarctation of 
the aorta, which is a stricture of 
the aortic blood vessel. 

In his case, the stricture was 
so severe that the opening 
within the aorta where blood 
flows was only the size of a 
pinhead. 

Dr. Hartman told the parents 
that it was the worst case he had 
ever seen and he would not have 
survived his early teens without 
surgical correction. 

On July 22, he had open heart 
surgery and the defect was 
completely corrected 


However, as a result of the five 
years’ overactivity of his heart 
trying to pump: blood. through 
the stricture, his heart is per- 
manently enlarged. 

There also has been a.breadk- 
down of the blood vessels in his 
nose due to the high. blood 
pressure and this still causes 
occasional nosebleeds. 

Doctors say, though, that he 
has a completely normal life 
expectancy and there are no 
restrictions whatever ~'on "his 
activities, 

Needless to say, his parents 
are very appreciative of the 
requirement for school physical 
exams. 

Without this thorough 
physical exam. for school, his 
heart problem might have gone 
undetected for several more 
years, with irreparable damage 
and early death 

It's time we started em- 
phasizing the positive aspects of 
our school system instead of 
constantly repeating the 


negative.
